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INFORMATION CONCERNING CATHOLIC 
RELIGIOUS ORDERS. 


(In this column we are running a series of 400 word articles on the different religious orders and congre- 
gations of men and women. Every article is written by a member of the religious community discussed.) 


| BROTHERS OF ST. FRANCIS XAVIER, OR XAVERIAN BROTHERS 


HIS Congregation was founded by Theodore Ryken in 1839, at Bruges, Belgium. 

Though primarily established with the object to labor in countries be- 

yond the sea, it was only in 1854 that a colony of six Xaverians came to Louis- 

ville, Ky. Owing to the turbulent activity of the Knownothing party the col- 

ony did not thrive till 1860, when a second colony strengthened the reduced ranks of the 
pioneers, of whom all but two had been recalled to Europe. 

Prosperity regarding recruits and enrollment of new members seem to have been 
God’s blessing from that period. In 1875 the Brothers, then numbering only 35, were 
established into a province with Br. Alexius as first provincial. During his administra- 
tion of nearly 25 years the number of Brothers rose to 1380; during the administration of 
Br. Dominic, second provincial, the number evened 200; today, 1923, under Br. Isidore, 
provincial since 1907, there are 303 members of whom 263 are professed, 29 novices and 
11 postulants. 

Eighty-five per cent of the members are native born. 

With the establishment of the province in 1875 the Novitiate was transferred from 
Louisville to Baltimore, Md. A college, Mt. St. Joseph’s College, was connected with the 
novitiate, but owing to a great influx of students the novices, in 1921, were removed to 
the present site at Old Point Comfort, Fortress Monroe, Va. 

Here in connection with the Novitiate the Brothers established a Juniorate where 
boys who have the intention to devote their lives to the cause of Christian education in 
the Xaverian Brotherhood receive a full High School course before being admitted among 
the novices. Since September they have 45 aspirants in this Juniorate, and both the 
Novitiate and Juniorate are overcrowded. As separating the two institutions is a neces- 
sity, the Brothers last November purchased an estate in New England where the new St. 
Joseph Juniorate of the Xaverian Brothers, Oak Hill, Peabody, Mass., will be ready by 
next September. 

The Xaverian Brothers are laymen; there are no priests in the Congregation. They 
take the three religious vows of poverty, chastity and obedience, first, for a term of three 
years, then for life. The profession is preceded by a two years’ novitiate. 

At present they conduct 6 colleges (preparatory), 9 High, and 17 parochial schools, 
besides three industrial schools and three homes for boys.
